ON  THE  OCCURRENCE  OF  MALARIA  IN  SHIPS. 

.On  3rd  June, J.9 53,  an  ordinary  seaman  from  a.  tanker  homeward  bound  from  the 
Persian  Gulf  was  landed  at  Weymouth  and  admitted  to  Hospital.  He  had  been  suffer 
from  fever  for  the  previous  14  days.  It  was  originally  thought  that  he  might  be 
suffering  from,  enteric  fever  but  all  laboratory  investigations  for  this  were  nogs. 
The  clinic c,l  picture  was  that  of  malaria.  Although  repeated  examination  failed  t; 
Sliox-/  the  presence  of  parasites  in  his  olood  be  responded  immediately  to  ant<£*-mal 
therapy  and  a  diagnosis  was  made  accordingly.
